That is why it
is necessary to emphasize and en-
courage good books early in their
life, for the well read child will
take notice of these things if he
knows the wealth that lies be-
neath its covers. Broaden their
reading; give them easy sto-
ries of travel; about boys and
girls of other lands; biographies
of interesting children who have
became famous, and easy sto-
ries from history. If wedo noth-
ing else during ‘‘Good Book
Week' let us cull from our-
gelves the mediocre boy series
stuff and the goody- y girl-
ish stories full of sentiment and
untruth. The following are some
very good suggestions in select-
ing books. They are taken from
gome of the best children’s
writers and librarians in Amer-
jca. Does the books show creat.
ive gift in the author; written
from impulse or because of
popular demands? Does the book
show correct English? Does it
tend to create high ideals, em-
phasize honesty, courage, self-
sacrifice, without hope of mate-
rinl reward? s the hero a true
hero or a dummy, artificial in his
virtues? ls the book simple and
sincere in style? Has it origi-
nality, truthfulness and natural-
ness of characterization? ls it
about real children or unnatural,
precsious children? Does it leave
any kind of fine, wholesome
feeling in the mind of thechild?
It should have a good sapiris and
a gentle, ethical tone which
springs unconsciously from the
writer's own character and ide-
als, Morals that slap and stin
will tend to make a child rebel-
jous, The healthy child mind
demands action, sentiment and
color, but this should not be in-
tense. We want those books
which enrich and invigorate the
mind. Don't buy for attraect-
ive title, cover and illlustrations,
Set yourself to thesa standards,
books which educate, cultivate
and elevate.

Business men who are squirm-
ing under taxation burdens will
read with keen interest the fol-
lowing lettter sent to an English
bank by one of its customers ex-
plaininﬁ why he was unable to
reduce his overdraft. It was em-
bodied in an address by Harry
Coe, vice-president of the Anglo
and London-Paris National Bank
of San Francisco, Here is the
letter: )

“Dear Sir: —For the following
reasons | regret being unable to
reduce my overdraft, | have been
held up, held down, sand bagged,
walked on, sat upon, flattened
out and squeezed by our income
tax, the super tax, the excess
profits tax, war loans, war bonds,
war saving certificates, the au-
tomobile tax, and by every so-
ciety and organization that the
mind of man can invent to ex.

All that 1 know is that 1
am supposed to be an inexhaust-
ible supply of money for every
known need, desire or hope of
the human race, and because |
will not sell all 1 have and go out
and beg, borrow or steal money
to give away, | am cussed, dis-
cussed, boycotted, talked to,
talked about, lied about and held
up, hung up, robbed and darn
near ruined, and the only reason
I am clingimf to life now is to
see what will happen next.””
